passed. My name was third on the 
list of eligibles, and according to the 
rules of the Civil Service, I was to 
be considered with two others ahead 
of me by an appointing officer, for 
the first vacancy that might occur. 
In the following summer the outgo- 
ing postmaster appointed two eligi- 
bles, if I am not mistaken, to act as 
substitutes for the clerks and car 
riers, who took their two weeks' 
vacation granted by the Govern- 
ment by turns, and left only one 
remaining vacancy for the incoming 
postmaster to fill. 

I asked the retiring postmaster to 
explain his failure to appoint me to 
a vacancy, to which I believed I was 
entitled. He maintained that all 
new appointees were to serve as sub- 
stitutes first before they got perma- 
nent appointments, and bad to work 
at different positions, often at the 
stamp or parcel windows, and I 
would, in his opinion, be much 
handicapped on account of my deaf- 
ness, and consequently incur consi- 
derable inconvenience. 

After investigation, I was con- 
vinced that I was not discriminated 
against, as the one appointed was 
ahead of me and the other took a 
carrier's place to which the deaf are 
not eligible. But not feeling satis- 
fied with the postmaster's explana- 
tion and still believing that the Post 
Office could have accommodated me 
in some way, I had an interview with 
the incoming postmaster. He was 
personally acquainted with me, and 
he accorded me a most cordial recep- 
tion and treated me like a gentle 
man. In the course of our con- 
versation, he was surprised that I 
was pretty well up on the register, as 
my name was not included on the 
list of three names recently submit 
ted to him for selection by the Su 
perintendent of the City Delivery, 
to fill the remaining vacancy. 
While I was strongly averse to in- 
fluencing him to make an appoint- 
ment in my favor, I deemed it best 
for me to lay before him facts in 
regard to the deaf employed in the 
Civil Service, trying to show that 
they had proven themselves, beyond 
a doubt, fully as efficient as the 
hearing. I simply appealed to him 
for an opportunity, a square deal- 
not for sympathy. He listened to 
my pleadings with apparently due 
consideration, and promised to take 
up the matter with the Superinten- 
dent of the City Delivery, 

A few days later, I dropped in the 
Superintendent's office to ask for a 
Manual of the Examination for the 
Fall of 1 9 14 as an excuse, and then 
availed myself of the opportunity to 
inquire as to my standing on the 
register. Now I am second and a 
scant half a point behiud the head of 
the list. 

It occurred to me that I might ask 
a prominent ex-assistant postmaster 
in a large city, who knew me well, 
to recommend me to Mr. Beck, our 
local postmaster. He compiled with 
my request and later sent me Mr. 
Beck's answer. Thus I got an 
excellent insight into his opinion 
and attitude as to the employment 
of the deaf in the post office. In 
the first part of the letter it was 
rather discouraging, but in the latter 
part it was encouraging, and then 
there was still a ray of hope for me, 
lie said that in a post office, the «Wze 
of Richmond (population of 27,000), 
a substitute clerk has to work at 
different places in the office, fre- 
quently working with the public be- 
fore he becomes a regular clerk. 
However, he said that if there occurs 
a vacancy where the deaf can fill, he 
would be highly pleased to recom- 
mend me. 

But, alas I upon his return from 
the Convention of Postmasters held 
in Minneapolis, Mr. Beck changed 
his mind and would not appoint me 
under any circumstati. 

Then I communicated with the 
Secretary of the Sixth Civil Service 
District in Cincinnati, which covers 
this territory, calling his attention 
to the injustice done me. He was 
the one who issued me the admis- 
sion card to the Civil Service exami 
nation in Richmond and seemed to 
be the proper one to attend to my 
case. I argued that I had passed 
the physical examination as required 
by the rules of the Civil Service, 
was admitted to the examination 
and passed it. Yet I would not be 
considered for any vacancy in tin- 
local post office. Moreover I had 
been put to considerable expense, 
and, in my opiuiou, the injustice 
done me was as tyrannical as " taxa- 



tion without representation " in 
1776. 

In reply to my protest, the Secre- 
tary of the Sixth District upheld the 
local postmaster, maintaining that 
in a post office the size of Richmond 
it would be impracticable for a post- 
master employing a deaf-mute who 
must serve as a substitute before he 
becomes a regular clerk — where 
clerks have to be assigned first to 
to one class of work and then an* 
other. However, he advised me to 
apply for an office like Chicago, 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
etc., believing that I would be more 
likely to be appointed at one of 
those offices, as they doubtless have 
enough work to keep one clerk busy 
on one kind of work and no other. 
To become eligible for the cities 
named, it would be necessary for me 
to take 1 he examination in the city 
where I desire employment. Then 
the expense thus incurred would 
have to be considered, and then it 
is a gamble whether a deaf person 
will ever get appointed even should 
he be at the head of the list. 

As a last resort, I decided to lay 
my case before Representative Fin- 
ley Gray. The text of my lettet to 
him and his reply are hereby sub 
mitted for publication. 

(Mr. Mather's Letter). 

Honorable Finley H. Gray, 
Connersville, Ind. 

Dear Sir:— Thanks for your 
letter of recent date, requesting that 
I write you and explain fully why I 
desired to have an appointment with 
you for a few minutes while in Rich- 
mond. 

Now that Christmas is fast ap- 
proaching and the local Postmaster 
will likely call in a number of sub- 
stitutes to take care of the rush in 
the post office, may I venture to 
appeal to you to see to it that I am 
accorded the same consideration as 
the other hearing eligibles? 

The appointments made during 
the Christmas rush are temporary 
or for a probationary period, and I 
desire to have an opportunity to 
prove to the appointing officer that 
the deaf ere just as efficient as the 
hearing, in performing the duties of 
some certain positions iu the post 
office, to which the deaf are eligible 
in spite of their deafness. What 
harm will there be to grant me an 
opportnnit?! for which some have 
struggled and have been denied by 
some exacting appointing officers iu 
some large cities ? The hearing as a 
whole are ignorant of the capabilities 
of the deaf along different lines of 
endeavor. In fact they are general- 
ly more prejudiced against them 
than the negroes, who were once 
regarded in the same class as mon- 
keys, and not capable of acquiring a 
common school education. There 
are some successful deaf chemists, 
architects, dentists, contractors and 
professors; so why can't they do 
just as well iu the Civil Service? 

The postmaster, Mr. Beck, is per- 
sonally acquainted with me, knows 
what kind of a fellow I am, and we 
often exchauge cordial greetings. 
Yet he seems inclined to hesitate to 
appoint me on account of the cold, 
unscrupulous, exacting rule of the 
Civil Service, which requires that 
the appointing officer should select 
one from the highest three eligibles, 
who, in his opinion, will best fill the 
position. 

What can yon, by virtue of your 
office, do to remove the insurmount- 
able barrier that exists between the 
deaf and this particular rule ? It is 
within your jurisdiction. We, the 
deaf, certainly need an Abraham 
Lincoln as much as the negroes, 
whom he emancipated from the 
bonds of slavery in 1863, to eradi- 
cate the prejudice and broaden the 
field of opportunity for the deaf iu 
the Civil Service. 

Now another object I desire to call 
your attention to, and it is the bill 
creating a bureau of labor for the 
deaf in the Department of Labor, 
introduced by Representative Mana- 
han, of Minnesota, in the House, 
and Senator Clapp from the same 
State, in the Senate. I am sending 
you a page enclosed from the Silent 
Worker, which covers every phase 
of the bill that merits your attention 
and endorsement. 

The hearing have made great 
strides along industrial lines in the 
last few years as the result of voca- 
tional training being introduced in 
high schools. It is true that voca- 
tional training is provided for the 



deaf in most of the State schools, 
but they are old-fashioned, of the 
straight kina of trade, and not so 
well equipped as a hearing vocation- 
al schools. And in a few years, un- 
less great progress be made, the 
deaf will not be able to cope success- 
fully with the hearing in industrial 
occupations. This opinion I have 
formed from recent observations in 
our local high school. Most of the 
trouble with the various State 
Schools for the Deaf is due to the 
fact that appropriations voted for 
them are not large enough to enable 
the Superintendents to extend and 
improve the vocational course, em- 
ploy high-salaried pratical in- 
structors, and place their schools 
on par with those for the hearing. 

It is, indeed, the duty of the State 
as well as the Nation to see to it 
that the deaf are given an equal 
chance with the hearing. The co- 
operation between the State and 
Federal Government can only be in- 
sured by having the bill passed by 
both houses of Congress. 

The deaf at large feel that this is 
a measure of vital importance to 
them, as much of their future ad- 
vancement hinges ou this bill. More- 
over, they believe this bill, if en- 
acted, will tend to eliminate the dis- 
crimination against the deaf in mak- 
ing appointments as evinced in a 
number of instances. 

May I appeal to you not only to 
endorse the bill, but do all in your 
power to influence your fellow-mem- 
bers to vote for it when brought up 
for passage ? Assuring you that 
your efforts in this direction will be 
appreciated, and hoping that you 
will be succossful, I am,

Pub 
licity and the police are the best cures 
for suddeu deafness, provided suit- 
able ordinances are on the statute 
books. Mr. Emery Vinson was 
heavyweight wrestling champion of 
the Northwest while carrying the 
colors of the wealthy Multnomah 
Amateur Athletic Club, to which 
most of the prominent Oregon 
Legislators beloug, and he will be 
ted to use hi* political pull to 
get an anti-ic bill througb*the

Legislature. 

It will be gratifying if all the com- 
mitteemen, or state chiefs, will con- 
sent to remain and serve in the same 
capacities.

MADE THE IMPORTANT DISCOVERY.

In the center of a modest house 
in Salem, Mass., a young man was 
shouting into a dead mail's ear. 
The ear, carefully detached from 
its original sii<\ along with ihe ear 
Uriim and (be bones behind it, had 
been given him by a surgeon, and 
the young man had placed n straw 
SO that one end of it touched the ear- 
drum and the other end a piece of 
smoked glass He looked at the 
glass It was marked with tiny 
scratchings. The young man just 
whooped for joy. 

"If this thin, tiny disc can .send 
vibrations through heavy bo es," 
he said, " an iron disc might vibrate 
an iron wire." 

And he saw in his mind's eye two 
discs, a long way apart, connected 
by an electrified wire, and beaid 

the sound made by one end repro 

duced at the other. The invention 
which grew out of the dead ear was 
the telephone; the man was I)r 
Alexander Grabs n Bell, who is 
alive to-day in a place remote 
enough so thai be is seldom bother- 
ed by telephones, 

The extension of talk bad been' a 
hobby in the house of Bell for two 
generations before the inventor of 

the telephone came on tbe scene. 

His grandfather had devised a 
system for Ihe conection of slam 
meritig, his fatbei had invented 
what he called " visible speech" to 
teach deaf-mutes to speak. 

Grdiam Bell himself came to 
Canada at 23, because be was threat- 
ened with tuberculosis. He spent 
a year outdoors, and busied him 
self teaching " visible speech" to ft. 
tribe of Mohawk Indians. Then 
he came to Boston to Introduce in a 
newly established school his me- 
thods of teachii'gd.«af-miiies. 

He had a private pupil, a little 
boy named QeOrgle Sanders, who 
lived with his grandmother at 
Salem, and young Boll was given a 
room in tbe house and permission 
to use the cellar for experiments. 
He littered it with tuning folks, 
coils of wire, tin trumpets and cigar 
boxes, and worked at night, 
gardless of whether the Sanders 
family got any sleep or not. 

"Often in the middle of the 
night," said Thomas Sanders, lather 
of the boy, " Bell would wake me 
up. His black eyes wonld be blaz- 
ing with excitement. Leaving me 
to go down into (be cellar he would 
rush wildly to Ihe ham and begin to 
stad me signals along his expert 
mental wires If I noticed any im 
provetnent in his machine he would 
be delighted. He would leap and 
whirl around in one of his war 
dances and then go contentedly lo 
bed. Bat if the experiment was a 

failure, he would go back to his 
work-bench and try some different 
plan." 

There was another pupil in Bos- 
ton, Mabel Hubbard, the fifteen- 
year-old daughter of a wealthy law 
yer. She had lost box hearing 
through scarlet fever when tbe was 
five years old; making her hear and 

talk became ooe of the vital in- 
terests of his life. He fell in love 
with, her and four years later she 
became his wife. And there is no 
denying that she hao mncli to do 
with Bell'l success. It was one ol 
his dreams to invent a machine 
which should restore I er hearing, 
and though he failed in that, lie did 
very much to bring ber back Into 
the world of sounds. 

The telephone had its first public; 

exhibition at tbe Centennial Expo 
sittoo in Philadelphia in 1870, and 

apparently few people thought much 
of it. It was not even given a 
place in the hall of scientific ap- 
pliances, but wis crowded off among 
Ihe educational exhibits, gci 
lists spoke 'if it laughingly 

" Bell's toy," and it remained for 

two foreigners to show a keen ap 
precialion of its pOSSibllil 

Those two were Dom Pedro III, 
rubr of Brazil, and Sir William 
Thompson, afterward Lord Kelvin, 
British scientist. 

As for Bell himself, he had not 

planned to attend the Centennial at 

all. He was poor md he bad 
organized b i •» classes in vocal 
speech. Toward the end of June 
he went to the station to see Miss 
Hubbard off for Philadelphia. 
Theie had I- ilk of his 

going, but he ha I pal it qaietlj 
aside. She believed he was going ; 
when they reached the station 
pleaded with him and was refused. 
As he put her aboard the train and 
it moved away, le»ving him on the 
plat from, she burst out crying. 
Bell dashed after her and sprang 
aboard the train, without bftgga 
ticket or any other (rifles, 

next Saturday afternoon 

Bell was promised an inspection of 
bis invention by Ibe judges of < 
dibits It was a hot 'lay and the 
judges had seen a : si, some 

of them were for going home ; one 
jeered, snd there was geneial h- 
dorn. Then there appeared the 

bloods bearded Emperor ol Brssll, 

with ou'stietehed hands. Hit had 
heard some of Bell's lectures in 
Boston ; tie mite work ap 

pealed to him. His greeting made 

a stir. Bell made ready for bis 



demonstration. A wire had been 
strung the length of the room. 
Bell took the transmitter, Dom 
Pedro placed the receiver to his ear. 
lie started up amazed. 

" My God— it talks 1" 

Afterward Lord Kelvin — plain 
William Thompson then — tested it. 
He was the engineer of ihe first 
Atlantic cable. 

Be nodded his head solemnly as 
he got up from the receiver. 
, "It does speak," he said em- 
phatically "It is the most wonder- 
ful thing I have seen in America." 

The judges look turns talking 
and listening until late that night. 
Next morning the telephone was 
brought to the judges' pavilion. It 
was mobbed by scientists the re- 
mainder of the summer. 

One hears little of Alexander 
Graham Bell to-day. He has a big 
house on Connecticut Avenue in 
Washington, and a summer place 
upon the island of St. Bieton were 
he is constantly busied with experi- 
ments. He has succeeded pretty 
well in hiding himself from the 
world ; once in a while you see a 
reference to some new invention 
that is in a half-way stage. A 
wireless tower busied him for a 

while ; in his home in Washington 

is an " ic» slovo" for cooling ii in 
summer time ; he has experimented 
more than a little with aeronautics. 

One of the curious things about 
the invention of the telephone is that 
Bell knew almost nothing about 
electricity when he started. He 
knew a great, deal about acoustics, 
though, and Ihe formation of the 
human organs of speech and hear- 
ing. Bell was called to Washington 
OOOe when he was in the slough of 
despond, and took the opportunity 
local I 00 Prof. Joseph Henry, who 
knew as much about electricity and 
the telegraph as any man then alive 
Henry told him he had the germ of 
a great invention. 

"But," sail) Bell, " I have not 
got the electrical knowledge that is 
necessary." 

Bell did get some of it — enough. 

" Had I known more about elec- 
tricity and less about sound," he 
said," I would never have invented 
the phone." — Kansas City Times. 



President Howard'* Nmunlon 
Addrem. 

Editor Journal :— In reference 
to Mr. Spear's comment recently on 
the excellence of Mr. Howard's 
Staunton address, it may be of in 
terest to know that the Bureau of 
Publicity has sent a marked copy of 
the address tp every Superintendent 
and Principal of a school for the 
deaf in the country, to superinten- 
dents of public schools, where day 
schools are located, to a number of 
directors, parents, and others inte- 
rested in the education of the deaf. 

The Bureau is sending out litera- 
ture from time to time, but practi- 
cally all is being sent to hearing 
people, whom we desire to reach — 
people who do not read the deaf 
press. There is no need of sending 
this literature to the deaf, as they 
are kept well informed through 
papers for the deaf. But there is 
great need of informing the hearing 
public. 

Other N. A. D. committees are 
also at work. The California As- 
sociation has gone after the Day 
Schools with a sharp stick, and the 
Shield, a paper published in Cali- 
fornia, has printed a number of arti- 
cles about the deaf recently, all of 
which go to instruct the hearing 
public. 

The N. A. D. is not as powerful 
as we should like to see it, but it is 
making progress. Let us all do the 
best we can with the means at hand, 
and in time the work will tell.

A Smokeless City. 

Visitors who go to Berlin to make 
industrial investigations, being 
usually aware of tbe faot that tbe 
Kaiser's capital is one of the largest 
manufacturing cities in the world, 
are amazed that the air Is so free 
from smoke, and set about to find 
tbe cause. 

There are many reasons why Ber- 
lin is smokeless, and these reasons 
range all the way from polioe re- 
gulations to the economy of the in* 
habitants iu the use of fnel. 

For smoke reasons, most of the 
big factories were placed on the 
eastern edge of the city, and the 
prevailing wind blows from the 
west, so that it is only one day out 
of Ave or six that ihe smoke I* 
blown across the city. Second, 
there Is the fuel used. This is lig- 
nite or *' brown coal." As a miner- 
al it is not so " old" as American 
coal, is much lighter lo weight, and 
Is almost entirely consumed on coin- 
onstlon. For use it is usually com* 
pressed in the form of briquettes, 
which burn steadily with almost do 
smoke. 

One of the most important fac- 
tors in making Berlin smokeless, 
however, is economical. Locomo- 
tive firemen and tbe stokers in fac- 
tories receive premiums for tbe 
coal they save. They are ordered 
from day to day or from week w 
week to keep up a certalu standard 
of heat, using a fixed quantity of 
coal, if they manage to keep up th« 
standard with less fuel they are al- 
lowed a certain percentage of tb* 
value of the fuel saved. Tbie •' 
one reason why Berlin stokers »•"• 
so eagerly sought for by the trans- 
atlantic liners to tend their fur- 
naces.

Glass is made from a mixture of 
fine sand and alkali. The sand and 
alkali are put into pots. The pots 
aie put into a laige furnace. The 
(ire im in the centre. The melting 
pols ere around il. The sand and 
alkali become soft and sticky. 

The workers have long iron pipes. 
They dip out the melted stuff and 
blow it Into the spape of bottles, 
Vases, Or whatever they wish to 

make. There are different kinds of 

glass The common glass we use 
for window panes and dishes is 
called ei own glass. 

Flint glass is made from powder- 
ed flint instead of sand.

Michael 
MeFaal was a wonder In his youth- 
ful days, both oo the cinder path 
and tbe diamond. He won many 
medals at seventy- five and one hun- 
dred yards in competition with the 
finest athletes of the country. He 
held the world's amateur record for 
tbe seventy-five yard sprint. The 
writer believes that it still is tbe 
world's best amateur record. As a 
baseball pitcher, in the old days 
wben gloves, masks and breast 
shields were unknown, be had a 
corking fast ball that bit tbe 
catcher's bare bands with the im- 
pact of a cannon ball. He pitched 
daring his school days for the fam- 
ous Hudsons, that were invariably 
victors over any of the best nines 
from colleges in the vicinity of the 
Institution and across tbe river in 
New Jersey. The man who caught 
McFauPs swift shoots and SOI 
was Edward Beverley Nelson, just 
graduated from Harvard and a Fan- 
wood teacher — later Principal of the.

Finally the officials were 
satisfied that O'Neil was a mute 
and he was given his freedom. 

Having refrained from talking for 
so many weeks, O'Neil upon his re- 
lease, decided to celebrate. He got 
intoxicated and talked volubly to a 
cop. He figured that he could work 
the mute game again, but Judge 
Bn-anan recognized O'Neil as the 
mute an I gave him six months' sen- 
tence in tbe penitentiary. 

O'Neil was arrested by Detectives 
Murphy and Ryan on a charge of 
begging. He pretended to be mate, 
and refused to talk for several hours 
after his arrest Finally 0'N»-il 
admitted that he was a faker and he 
told of his incarceration for five 
weeks a year ago.
